‘fraudulent Thief, whether muft all tbe mi- 
Sferable objets of real Compafion be ftarv’d, 
murther’d, and their Families fent a-begging, 
te prevens the knavifh Bankrups taking Advan- 
tage of the AE? This is in fhort the 
Quettion I am now upon. 

There never was or will be an A& made, 
sill you get 4 Parliament of Angels, shat can 
fee Infides of Things and of Men too, that 
could or can make a Law for the Relief of 
an honeft Man, that a Villain will got lay 
Claim to, and yet thofe Lawsare not at all 
the lefs neceflary for that. For Inftance, 
The feveral Laws of Manflanghter, Chance- 
Medley, Inadvertence, and the like, in the 
Cafes of killing one another; how many 
@ premeditated malicious Murther, how 
many rath, pafhozate, ungovern’d Furies of 
Men,, how many Bullies and Bravoes, that 
have no Regard to the Life of a Man in 
Competition with their immediate Rage, 
have efcap’d at a Bar of Juftice, under the 
Colour and Pretence of Self Defence, Chance 
Medley, and no propens’d Malice? NOW, 
_3bo ths be true, and fuch People as thefe 
doelcape, under the Shelter of tbefe Provifo’s 
im the Law, yet was it never thought reafon- 
able by any Man, that to prevent the 
Bfcape of areal Murcherer, thofe Laws 
fhould be taken away, and afl Killing be 
accounted Murthers by which the peaceable 
Man, who being affaflinated by a Bully in 
the Dark, or at the Corner ofan Alley, and 
kills him in Obedience to the Law of Nature 
for his own Prefervation, fhould die the 
Death of a Murtherer, and no Difference 
be made between Innocence and real Guilt.

Part for the Whole, being able to pay more, 
but referving it as the Purchafe of his 
Villainy This is a Villain, chatis a 
Plague to Commerce, a Contagion to Cre= 
dit in Trade, a fecret Stab to the Vitals of 
his honeft Neighbours BEING iw Trade 3. 
of him I fay, let him die in a Gaol, or any 
where, Let bim flee to the Pit, let no Man 


Again, The Manflayer is innocently tra 
velling on the Road, or walking the Streets. 
onhis lawful Occafions, and meeting 4 wild: 
Beat in hyman Shape, « Tyger in Mans. 
Cloaths, adrunken Fury, or a Whore-inad. 
Bully, he attacks the honeft Man in the 
Street, draws upon him, pufhes at him, and 
does his b-ft to murther him; the poor 
Man ftriving with him for his Life gets the 
better, and kills the Murtherer 
Shall this Man die? — Shall this Man be- 
us’d ill ? —-NO, NO— Cities of Refuge 
were prepar’d by che Law of GOD for one 
Sort, and an immediate Freedom for the 
other ; and cur Laws take a great and very 
needful Care of the Lives of fuch. 

But here the Cafe alters, The boneft,. 
innocent Tradc{man dcawn ia to truft one of 
thefe fraudulent Thieves, I mention’d above, 
his Stock is broken, the Cheat turns Bank= 
Tupt, and runs away with his Effe&s, and 
by feveral fuch Loffzs the poor Man’s Ree

Here liss the Grievance; The Diftin@ion 
is not made as is in Cafes of Murther and 
Manflaughter, between the Wii!ful and the 
Cafual, but the Unhappy are the Criminals, 
let the Occafion be as it will; fome Ob- 


jeGions are rais’d agaiaft the Relief demand- 
_ed in this Cafe, and I'll touch them briefly 


here. 


Firft, They cannot be diftinguify’d — 
This is anfwer’d above, and it is not enough 
to fay, they cannot be diftinguifh’d, for they 
muft be diftinguifh'd, that is, the innocent 
Man muit not be ceftroy’d 3 if you can pick 
the Thief our of the Croud, it is yourWork, 
and you are welcome, buc you are not to 
kill the Innocent with the Guilty ; this is 
juft as ifa Fraytor being purfued by a 
Troop of Soldiers, and mixing with a 
Croud in the Streets,they fhould fire among 
the Croud, and kili them promifcoufly, be- 
caufe the Thief was among them} this 
would be very odd Jaftice, aud fuch Juftice 
is i¢ ro let fly the Bullets of rhe Law among 
all unfortuuste Tradefmen under the Inde- 
finite of Bankrupts, becaufe fome among 
them are willful Cheats, and defraud their 
Creditors. How much Blood lies already 
at our Doors upos this Score, he only 
knows that will demand an Account for it. 

Secondly, The next Onjeétion is, that 
when a Man’s Difafters are vifible, and his 
Offecs reaforeble, Credirors are always 
reafunable——And to back this Word al- 
ways, chey give Examples of Some- 
But vefides the wrong Logick of it, that a 
few Particulars cannot prove the general, 
it might be repell’d with Thoaiands of lan- 
guithing Families, now reduced to the ut- 
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moft 
milies, now flarving and perifhing in Pri- 
fons and priviledg’d Places, who would wit 

all their Souls come as naked from thence 

as they did from their firft Prifon, their 
Mothers Belly, to have but their Liberty to 
work for Bread, and. for the Sub{iftence of 
their Families. : 


But afterall, if what the Scripture fays 
be righ, that when a Aan bas Nothing re 
p4y, thou fhalt not take bie Bed from under 
bim. It feems very reafonable, that this 
ought not to be left to the abfolute Difcre- 
tion of the Creditor ; for Man, in whom is 
Do Mercy, when let loofe upon his Fellow- 
Creature, is the worft Sort of Beaft of 
Prey. The other Brutes, when they devour, 
it is to eat and fatisfie Hunger, but he de- 
vours to gratifie his meer Luft of Revenge, 
Malice, Fury, and Paffionm——. And I 
think, no Crime can reduce a Man to a 
Condition fo low, as to make it reafonable 
to be left fo much in the Teeth ofa De- 
ftroyer ; the Law ought only to punith, it 
ought not to be left in the Power of one 
Subj-é to opprefs another. 

‘This will tead me to the fecond Enquiry, 
what has been done, and what has not been 
done in this Nation, towards the happy 
Medium, fo neceflary to be found out in 
this Cafe, between a Debtor’s Knavery and 
a Creditor’s Cruelty. Of which in our- 
next.
